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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report.  This  document 
is  the  forty-seventh  in  the  series  which  deals  with  work  of  medical 
inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of  children  atten¬ 
ding  schools  within  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton. 

Once  again  routine  medical  inspection  of  children  attending 
Southampton  primary  and  secondary  modern  schools  together  with 
the  Grammar  School  for  Girls,  Itchen  Grammar,  King  Edward  VI 
Grammar,  St.  Anne’s  Grammar  and  Atherley  Schools  was  satis¬ 
factory.  Medical  inspection  also  took  place  at  Netley  Court  Special 
Day  School.  This  school,  which  was  opened  on  the  7th  July,  1954, 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Spencer  Leeson,  m.a.,  d.d..  Bishop  of  Peterborough, 
has  fulfilled  a  long  felt  need  in  this  borough.  The  Secondary  Tech¬ 
nical  and  Taunton’s  Grammar  Schools  were  not  visited  owing  to  a 
School  Medical  Officer  not  being  available.  Millbrook  County  and 
Redbridge  Schools,  which  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  South¬ 
ampton  Education  Authority  on  the  1st  April,  1954,  when  the 
borough  boundary  was  extended,  had  this  routine  medical  inspection 
prior  to  annexation.  The  number  of  children  who  received  routine 
examination  during  the  year  was  8,364.  Children  found  in  need  of 
treatment  or  observation  were  seen  at  re-inspections. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  a 
scheme  for  offering  B.C.G.  Vaccination  to  children  nearing  school 
leaving  age.  After  consultations  were  held  with  the  Chief  Education 
Officer,  head  teachers  and  others,  arrangements  were  made  to  carry 
out  Mantoux  testing  followed  by  reading  the  tests  and,  where 
necessary,  vaccination  on  the  third  day.  Three  schools  were 
approached  and  the  children  of  two  attended  school  clinics  for 
testing  and  vaccination.  Children  at  the  third  school  were  tested  and 
vaccinated  at  school.  It  was  not  possible  to  approach  other  schools 
owing  to  a  Medical  Officer  not  being  available.  Details  of  the  work 
so  far  carried  out  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report  on  page  34. 

Cleanliness  inspections  in  every  school  department  were  carried 
out  each  term,  so  that  all  pupils  were  brought  under  review.  The 
number  of  examinations  carried  out  was  73,969,  which  resulted  in 
463  cleansing  notices  being  issued.  Details  of  this  work  can  be  found 
on  page  11.  Children  found  to  be  infested  were  excluded  from  school 
for  twenty-four  hours,  and  written  advice  was  given  to  parents  as 
to  the  correct  treatment.  Parents  were  instructed  to  send  children 
to  the  school  clinic  for  final  inspection. 
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Facilities  for  remedial  exercises  for  school  children  continue  to 
be  provided  at  twenty  schools  including  the  five  grammar  schools. 
This  work  is  supervised  by  the  woman  Physical  Training  Organiser. 

Pre-school  children  attending  the  Day  Nursery  received  medical 
inspection,  and  children  found  to  require  treatment  were  either 
referred  either  to  the  family  doctor  or  to  the  appropriate  clinics. 

The  School  Meals  Service  records  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
meals  served,  although  a  decrease  is  registered  in  the  supply  of  milk 
consumed  by  school  children.  Detailed  statistics  will  be  found  on 
page  36. 

Dr.  C.  R.  M.  Greenfield,  who  conducts  the  minor  orthopaedic 
clinic,  attends  the  major  clinic  which  is  held  weekly  at  the  Royal 
Southampton  Hospital. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  can  be  found 
on  page  17.  At  the  request  of  head  teachers  many  children  were  seen 
individually  by  the  psychologist. 

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  deals  with  the  details  of 
the  School  Dental  Service  in  his  report  on  page  21.  Although  the 
position  with  regard  to  school  dentists  has  slightly  improved,  the 
need  is  still  great  and  efforts  are  continuously  being  made  to  attract 
suitable  officers. 

Mrs.  M.  Olden  (for  domestic  reasons)  resigned  her  position  as 
speech  therapist  on  the  30th  November,  1954.  As  mentioned  in  my 
report  last  year  this  clinic  had  been  sadly  neglected  owing  to  no 
speech  therapist  being  available  for  some  considerable  time.  Valuable 
work  was  done  by  Mrs.  Olden  during  her  period  of  service. 

The  three  branch  clinics  continued  to  function  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  By  operating  these  clinics  on  school  premises, 
pressure  is  greatly  relieved  at  the  main  clinics  and  children  are  re¬ 
turned  earlier  to  their  classes. 

The  health  visiting  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  totalled  16 
including  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor.  During  the  year  there 
were  five  resignations  and  two  new  appointments,  one  of  which  was 
made  under  the  health  visitors’  training  scheme. 

As  my  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  combined  with 
those  of  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  the  work  of 
the  two  services  is  readily  co-ordinated. 
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Once  again  I  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  School  Clinic  (Joint)  Sub-Committee  for 
the  courtesy  with  which  they  have  considered  my  many  suggestions 
and  recommendations.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  following  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance:  Officers  of  the  Education  Department, 
the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the 
hospitals  and  teachers. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  medical, 
dental,  nursing  and  clerical  staffs  for  their  willing  and  conscientious 
work  carried  out  during  the  year.

Cleanliness. — The  health  visitors  have  continued  to  carry  out  the 
periodic  cleanliness  examinations  of  all  the  children  attending 
school.  As  a  result  of  73,969  examinations,  463  cleansing  notices 
were  issued  (Section  54(2),  Education  Act,  1944)  necessitating 
exclusion  from  school.  All  related  to  infestation  with  head  lice. 
389  individual  children  were  concerned,  some  being  found  infested 
more  than  once  during  the  year. 

Facilities  are  provided  at  the  school  clinics  for  the  cleansing 
of  children  found  infested.  The  following  details  show  the  work

Details  of  the  work  in  the  various  clinics  are  given  with  a  review 
of  the  activities  of  each  school  clinic:— 

Health  Centre,  King’s  Park  Road- 


Skin  Clinic 

Attendances  are  quite  well  maintained.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  clinic  staff  is  able  to  do  excellent  work  in  treating  such  conditions 
as  impetigo  and  minor  sepsis,  etc.,  with  daily  dressings  or  other 
special  treatment  which,  in  most  cases,  could  not  be  carried  out  so 

satisfactorily  under  home  conditions. 

The  incidence  of  scabies  has  been  low,  and  treatment  has  proved 

quite  satisfactory.  .  t  ^ 

Ringworm  of  the  scalp  has  been  minimal.  Cases  where  body 

infection  was  present  responded  well  to  treatment.  No  epidemic  of 

any  note  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  plantar  warts  treated  during  1954 
was  68.  Treatment  with  carbon  dioxide  snow  has  given  excellent 
results,  and  only  a  few  cases  required  additional  treatment.  This 
method  very  considerably  reduced  the  length  of  curative  time.  The 
loss  of  school  time  was  also  cut  down  to  a  minimum. 


Inspection  Clinic 

Although  the  total  numbers  attending  this  clinic  have  again 
shown  a  decrease,  owing  to  limitation  of  cases  as  a  measure  of 
economy,  a  considerable  number  has  been  treated.  Debility,  enuresis, 
minor  injuries  are  the  most  common  conditions  dealt  with,  but,  in 
addition,  advice  to  parents  on  the  care  and  welfare  of  their  children 
has  been  given  in  many  cases. 

Cases  not  considered  suitable  for  clinic  treatment  are  referred 
to  their  own  general  practitioners. 
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Asthma  Clinic 

The  table  set  out  below  shows  that  results  have  been  satisfactory, 
and  that  the  number  of  cases  attending  this  clinic  has  been  well 
maintained. 

Full  use  of  breathing  exercises,  as  recommended  by  the  Asthma 
Research  Council,  has  been  made.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
several  cases  have  been  referred  from  the  Chest  Clinic  for  a  course 
of  breathing  exercises. 

A  total  of  17  children,  14  boys  and  3  girls,  from  the  Hampshire 
County  area  attended  the  clinic,  making  a  total  of  37  attendances. 
These  are  cases  where  it  is  found  to  be  more  convenient  to  attend  at 
Southampton  in  order  that  regular  supervision  and  treatment  may 
be  given.  As  in  former  years,  this  arrangement  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily.

Rheumatism  and  Heart  Clinic 

Acute  rheumatism  and  chorea  have  both  been  of  a  very  low 
incidence,  but  cases  of  mild  rheumatism  and  ‘growing  pains’  have 
shown  a  slight  increase. 

Heart  cases  were  again  chiefly  functional  or  congenital  in  type. 
Those  requiring  further  investigations  or  specialist  opinion  were 
referred  to  hospital  with  the  concurrence  of  the  general  practitioner 
concerned.

Of  the  521  children  seen  during  the  year,  11  were  considered 
to  need  placement  in  boarding  schools  for  maladjusted  children. 

Work  in  the  schools. — During  1954  many  children  were  seen  individ¬ 
ually  in  the  schools  at  the  request  of  their  head  teachers,  and  the 
children’s  problems  were  discussed  with  those  concerned.  School 
visits  were  also  made  about  children  who  were  attending  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic.  Whilst  both  these  figures  show  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year,  some  children  are  still  not  seen  until  many  months 
after  their  names  have  been  put  forward,  and  there  is  need  for 
further  time  to  be  devoted  to  the  school  psychological  service.

Sixty-five  head  teachers  and  23  members  of  school  staffs  visited 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  during  the  year,  and  were  able  to  discuss 
the  type  of  child  most  likely  to  benefit  from  psychological  investi¬ 
gations  and  treatment.  The  most  effective  means  of  maintaining  a 
good  liaison  between  teachers  and  the  clinic  personnel  has  also  been 
carefully  discussed,  a  co-operation  which  is  warmJy  appreciated. 

Training, — One  student  training  as  an  Educational  Psychologist 
and  three  from  Social  Science  courses  attended  the  clinic  for  several 
months.  Health  Visitors  in  training  also  visited  the  clinic. 

Lectures. — Given  by  various  members  of  the  staff. 

6  to  second  year  social  science  students  at  the  University. 

8  to  teachers  attending  an  evening  course  at  the  University. 

4  to  parents  and  professional  groups. 
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Miss  Opie  again  acted  as  resident  tutor  to  a  refresher  course 
for  child  care  officers  during  September,  run  by  the  Home  Office 
in  co-operation  with  the  University. 

General  comment. — The  Child  Guidance  work  has  continued  much 
as  in  previous  years,  and  the  waiting  list  still  remains  a  long  one, 
but  most  children  have  been  seen  within  3-4  months  of  their  referral. 
It  is  encouraging  that  more  parents  have  themselves  requested  help 
this  year,  as  a  successful  outcome  to  the  treatment  largely  depends 
on  the  parental  co-operation. 

Dental  Clinic,  Cardigan  Road. — Mr.  A.  Topping,  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer,  submits  the  following  report: — 

Once  again  I  have  to  report  that  the  present  staff  of  4  full-time 
school  dental  officers  is  little  better  than  half  of  that  required  for 
a  satisfactory  service.  The  statistics  for  the  year  show  that  nearly 
80%  of  the  school  children  require  urgent  dental  treatment,  and  it 
has  been  recorded  that  in  one  secondary  boys’  school  no  less  than 
one  child  in  every  twelve  is  compelled  to  exhibit  broken  front 
teeth  every  time  the  lips  are  opened.  At  the  same  time,  school 
inspections  show  the  amount  of  good  service  given  to  school  children 
by  the  General  Practitioners  Dental  Service,  and  without  this 
remarkably  fine  service  the  position  would  indeed  be  desperate. 
It  is  clear  from  the  foregoing  that  the  General  Dental  Service  can 
never  be  a  substitute  for  an  efficient  School  Dental  Service.  In  fact 
there  is  an  urgent  need  for  a  large  expansion  of  both  services  for 
school  children. 

The  statistics  given  in  Table  5  show  a  slight  but  welcome 
increase  in  all  cases,  and  to  some  extent  reflect  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  school  dental  officers  available.  Last  year  we  had  the 
equivalent  of  3^  full-time  officers  and  this  year  we  have  the  equivalent 
of  4  3/11  full-time  officers. 

No  dental  officers  resigned  from  the  staff  during  the  year,  a 
state  of  affairs  which  cannot  be  expected  to  continue,  and 
unfortunately  no  suitable  candidates  have  been  found  to  fill  the 
vacancies  which  exist.  It  would  now  seem  that  revolutionary  changes 
will  have  to  be  made  before  any  appreciable  number  of  dental  sur¬ 
geons  can  be  induced  to  devote  themselves  to  the  service  of  school 
children. 

Taking  the  year  as  a  whole  and  under  all  the  circumstances  it  is 
perhaps  fair  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the  amount 
and  quality  of  our  service  to  the  Southampton  school  children. 
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Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
attendances  during  the  year  at  the  King’s  Park  Road  Clinic.  A  fair 
number  of  children  are  referred  by  the  private  practitioners  and  the 
Chest  Clinic  for  a  course  of  sunlight  at  these  clinics,  and  this 
co-operation  is  welcomed. 

Facilities  for  this  treatment  exist  at  six  centres,  King’s  Park 
Road,  Sydney  House,  Oatlands  House,  Swaythling,  Bitterne  Park 
and  Surrey  House. 
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Oatlands  House  School  Clinic. — The  work  at  this  clinic  continued 
very  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Children  seen  were  either  referred 
from  school  inspections  for  observation  or  treatment,  or  attended 
spontaneously  when  advice  was  needed.  The  latter  were  either 
brought  by  their  parents,  or  sent  to  the  clinic  by  head  teachers. 

The  conditions  mainly  seen  are  impetigo,  boils,  eczema,  acne, 
urticaria  and  occasional  ringworm.  Urticaria  has  been  on  the 
increase  this  year,  and  there  has  been  a  number  of  severe  cases 
extending  into  the  winter  months. 

Cases  of  verrucae  are  treated  as  a  routine  with  carbon  dioxide 
snow.  On  the  whole,  results  have  been  very  gratifying,  and,  in  many 
cases,  only  one  treatment  is  needed.  Thus  a  great  saving  of  time  is 
made  both  for  the  staff  and  children  themselves.  Warts  have  also 
been  successfully  treated  with  carbon  dioxide  snow. 

Courses  of  Ultra  Violet  Light  have  been  given  during  the  winter 
months. 

Children  with  psychological  troubles  which  cannot  be  solved 
at  the  ordinary  clinics  are  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  at 
King’s  Park  Road. 

Sydney  House  School  Clinic. — Attendances  at  this  clinic  have 
continued  to  be  good  during  the  year.  The  children  are  a  cross- 
section  of  all  ages  with  all  ailments  from  minor  skin  conditions  to 
acute  febrile  illnesses.  One  of  the  common  consultations  is  that  in 
which  a  rather  apologetic  mother  feels  she  may  be  worrying  need¬ 
lessly  and  is  too  diffident  to  trouble  a  busy  practitioner  for  the 
reassurance  she  requires. 

Relations  with  the  schools  in  the  area  have  been  very  good, 
and  some  of  the  general  practitioners  are  also  beginning  to  co¬ 
operate  to  the  extent  of  referring  children  for  Ultra  Voilet  Light. 
In  at  least  one  of  the  senior  schools  the  games  mistress  conducts  a 
routine  ‘foot  inspection’  each  term,  and  this  has  been  of  great 
assistance  in  stopping  an  outbreak  of  verruca  plantaris. 

If  any  change  has  occurred  in  the  past  few  years  it  has  not  been 
in  the  numbers,  but  rather  in  the  type  of  child  who  now  attends. 
On  the  whole  there  appear  relatively  few  poor  or  neglected  children 
now,  but,  on  the  contrary,  an  increase  in  those  who  come  from  good 
homes.  It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  definite  reason  for  this.  Poor  homes 
and  problem  families  still  exist  and  children  of  such  families  some¬ 
times  come  to  the  clinic  at  the  instigation  of  head  teachers.  Since 
the  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service  these  families  possibly 
consult  their  general  practitioner  in  cases  of  acute  illness  and  this 
may  be  the  only  type  of  medical  attention  they  seek.  Alternatively, 
with  the  opening  of  the  new  clinics  and  the  progress  in  rehousing, 
they  may  be  attending  school  clinics  elsewhere, 
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Swaythling  School  Clinic. — There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  children  attending  this  clinic.  This  decrease  is  partly  due  to  the 
fact  that  during  the  year  there  has  been  excellent  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  most  of  the  schools  in  sending  children  to  the  clinics  at 
the  first  sign  of  any  skin  trouble,  minor  injury  or  any  other  apparent 
pathological  condition.  Treatment  was  applied  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  thus  considerably  reducing  the  period  of 
attendance. 

Coughs,  colds,  states  of  physical  or  nervous  debility  and  anaemia 
were  again  the  most  common  conditions  encountered.  A  number  of 
children  seeking  advice  and  treatment  for  pains  in  limbs  also  attended 
during  the  year. 

Cases  of  threadworm  infestation  were  again  completely  cured 
by  the  administration  of  Antepar.  A  number  of  children  suffering 
from  otorrhoea  or  external  otitis  were  treated,  and  where  necessary, 
were  subsequently  referred  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  at 
King’s  Park  Road.  New  cases  of  enuresis  received  treatment  during 
the  year  with  very  gratifying  results,  most  cases  being  cured. 
Courses  of  artificial  sunlight  again  proved  of  great  benefit  to  those 
children  who  received  this  treatment.  Urticaria  was  the  most  common 
condition  seen  and  treated  at  the  skin  clinic,  and  Benadryl  Elixir 
proved  of  the  greatest  value  in  the  treatment  of  this  condition. 
Many  children  suffering  from  styes  and  boils  were  again  successfully 
treated. 

A  small  number  of  children  suffering  from  chilblains  have  also 
been  treated. 

The  numbers  of  children  attending  the  clinic  on  account  of 
verrucae  have  progressively  decreased  during  the  year,  complete 
cures  being  achieved  in  all  cases  with  the  Chlorosal  treatment. 
Bitterne  Park  School  Clinic. — The  number  of  cases  treated  at  this 
clinic  was  slightly  higher  this  year  than  in  previous  years.  The 
classification  of  cases  and  the  general  routine  of  treatment,  however, 
remained  much  the  same.  Children  are  referred  to  the  clinic  either 
from  medical  inspections  or  from  schools  or  are  brought  along  on  the 
initiative  of  parents.  This  year,  the  proportion  of  children  brought 
to  the  clinic  by  parents  has  greatly  increased. 

At  the  skin  clinic  there  was  a  marked  decline  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  verrucae  and  warts  treated,  and  a  notable  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  chronic  blepharitis  and  urticaria.  No  cases  of 
scabies  were  seen  this  year,  only  one  case  of  ringworm  and  eleven 
cases  of  pediculosis  capitis.  At  the  inspection  clinic  it  is  noteworthy 
that  the  number  of  psychological  conditions  is  increasing.  As 
regards  this  type  of  case,  very  valuable  advice  and  co-operation  is 
obtained  from  the  child  guidance  clinic, 
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Throughout  the  year  this  clinic  has  co-operated  with  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  the  schools  and  the  family  doctors.  The 
Children’s  Hospital  referred  children  for  courses  of  ultra  violet  light 
and  courses  of  desensitization  treatment  for  asthma.  Dressings  of 
wounds  and  the  removal  of  sutures  are  also  carried  out  for  hospital 
patients. 

Minor  accidents  such  as  those  which  happen  at  schools  are 
treated,  and,  if  found  necessary,  referred  to  hospital.  Several  family 
doctors  refer  children  to  the  clinic  for  courses  of  sunlight,  minor 
dressings  and  removal  of  sutures. 

Surrey  House  School  Clinic. — This  clinic  has  now  been  functioning 
for  just  over  a  year  and  a  more  accurate  picture  of  the  work  under¬ 
taken  can  be  made  than  was  possible  in  the  previous  report.  The 
attendance  figures  increased  in  the  first  six  months  and  have  main¬ 
tained  a  steady  average  since  then  with  minor  seasonal  fluctuations. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  early  attenders  were  cases  of 
verrucae.  These  have  been  treated  satisfactorily  with  ‘Chlorosal’  and 
the  numbers  have  fallen  with  no  recurrences  observed.  Treatment, 
however,  is  more  prolonged  than  with  carbon  dioxide  snow, 

A  minor  epidemic  of  ringworm  occurred  during  the  summer 
months  in  which  one  (tinea  capitis)  was  admitted  to  hospital.  A 
few  cases  of  scabies  and  impetigo  were  also  seen.  The  general  impres¬ 
sion  gained  was  that  these  cases  were  brought  up  to  the  clinic  in 
their  early  stages,  thus  facilitating  treatment. 

The  artificial  sunlight  clinic  continued  during  the  year  and  the 
results  have  been  justified  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Although  the  attendances  have  not  been  as  high  as  was  expected, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  commencement  of  ante-natal  clinics  and  the 
proposed  visit  of  a  Mass  Radiography  Unit  sometime  next  year  may 
bring  home  to  the  district  the  presence  of  a  clinic  in  its  midst. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. — Parents  of  all  children  attaining 
the  age  of  one  year  are  invited  to  have  their  children  immunised 
against  diphtheria,  this  invitation  being  sent  out  in  the  form  of  a 
birthday  greetings  card.  In  addition,  parents  are  encouraged  to 
accept  immunisation  for  their  children  when  they  enter  primary 
schools.  Printed  consent  forms  are  distributed  by  head  teachers  to 
all  entrants  at  infant  schools.  Advantage  was  taken  of  press 
advertisements  to  publicise  immunisation. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  a  completed  course  of  primary 
immunisation  during  the  year  totalled  2562,  and  of  this  number, 
1518  were  dealt  with  at  the  various  clinics.  Private  practitioners 
treated  the  remaining  1044.  In  addition,  booster  courses  were 
given  to  1238  children,  816  at  clinics  and  422  through  private 
practitioners.

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough. — Facilities  exist  at  all 
the  clinics  for  parents  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  immunisation 
of  children  against  whooping  cough.

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PHYSICAL  TRAINING 


Report  of  the  Physical  Training  Organiser. — The  two  new  books  on 
physical  education  published  by  the  Ministry,  ‘Moving  and  Growing’ 
and  ‘Planning  the  Programme,’  have  been  of  great  help  in  the 
infant  and  primary  schools  and  have  stimulated  a  free  but  purposeful 
attitude  to  physical  education. 

All  primary  and  infant  schools  are  now  equipped  with  climbing 
apparatus  either  outdoor  or  indoor,  and  where  there  is  a  hall  both 
indoor  and  outdoor  equipment  is  fitted.  All  secondary  modern 
schools  are  now  equipped  with  the  Cave  Southampton  Gymnastic 
Units,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  secondary  modern  school  population 
has  facilities  for  strong  gymnastic  work. 

Changing  for  physical  education  is  now  universal  in  all  schools, 
and  indoor  work  is  done  in  bare  feet  and  knickers  or  shorts.  In  all 
the  new  infant  and  primary  schools  and  in  many  older  schools 
physical  education  dress  is  provided  for  each  child,  so  that  the 
children  take  off  all  their  own  clothes  and  wear  the  school  physical 
education  knickers  or  shorts  and  vests.  In  all  secondary  girls’  schools 
and  in  many  of  the  secondary  boys’  schools  physical  education 
clothing  is  supplied.  This  universal  stripping  for  physical  education 
is  having  a  very  marked  effect  on  the  physique  of  the  children  and  on 
the  general  standard  of  cleanliness. 

In  many  infant  and  junior  schools,  talks  and  demonstrations 
have  been  given  to  the  parents  in  order  to  accustom  the  parents  to 
the  idea  of  changing  for  physical  education.  Parents  have  been 
most  co-operative,  and  very  grateful  for  the  chance  to  see  the  work 
and  have  our  aims  explained  to  them.  At  most  of  these  demon¬ 
strations  about  80  per  cent  to  90  per  cent  of  the  parents  came,  and  in 
no  case  was  there  any  objection  raised  to  children  stripping  for 
their  physical  education. 

This  year  the  Committee  has  granted  the  use  of  two  special  buses 
from  10  a.m.  to  3.30  p.m.  each  day  to  take  classes  to  the  swimming 
baths  and  playing  fields.  This  has  more  than  doubled  the  use  made 
of  the  baths,  40  boys  and  40  girls  are  now  taken  to  the  baths  every 
half  hour  and  many  schools  that  were  before  unable  to  get  to  the 
baths  or  playing  fields  can  now  join  in  these  two  important  activities. 

It  is  felt  that  Southampton  is  fortunate  in  the  generosity  of  the 
Education  Committee  in  allowing  the  equipping  of  schools  with 
apparatus  and  physical  education  dress,  and  in  providing  transport 
for  swimming  and  games.  The  effect  of  all  these  facilities  is  having 
a  marked  effect  on  the  posture  and  physique  of  the  school  population. 
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School  Remedial  Excercise  Classes. —  In  1954  Remedial  Classes 
have  continued  successfully,  and  good  work  has  been  done.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. — The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of 
children  in  the  age  group  13  plus  was  commenced  in  May  this  year, 
and  three  secondary  modern  schools — Bitterne  Park,  Regents  Park 
and  Sholing  —  were  completed.  Three  hundred  and  four  children 
were  Mantoux  tested  and  of  these  227  were  found  to  have  a 
negative  reaction  and  were  vaccinated.  Seven  children  did  not 
receive  vaccination  following  the  Mantoux  test,  6  being  absent 
at  the  reading  of  the  test  and  the  other  because  the  child  was 
suffering  from  asthma.
